term. The various forms of govern- 
ment tried by man have been inade- 
quate to the assurance of his happi- 
ness and welfare; the three forms, 
monarchial, aristocratic and republi- 
can, have each failed in past ages. 
The British Constitution sought to 
combine these three forms, but as the 
inclination of the people was to in- 
creased liberty, the monarchial and 
aristocratic elements have grown effe- 
minate, and to-day that government 
is even more democratic is that 
of the United States; that is, the in- 
fluence of public sentiment has a 
greater effect r the policy of the 

vernment. For two hundred years

The 
Senate is, therefore, not democratic in 
the manner of its creation. The Sen- 
ate, unlike the British ministry, does 
not follow submissively the House of 
Representatives. Nur does the Pre- 
sident fear to exercise the veto power, 
for he feels, and rightly too, that in 
his high position he is the represent- 
ative of the people. There is another 
check in our system of government 


that is lacking in the form of the 
British government — the Supreme 
Court. They are selected by the Pre- 


sident and Senate, and are above the 
influences of public opinion. They 
are the representatives of justice and 
equity, and can check even Co 

in the imposition of unconstitutional 
laws upon the people. They neither 
see nor care for public opinion and 
clamor, but are governed by the Con- 
stitution of our country. Wherever 
they have bowed to public opini 
they have done so at the sacrifice o 
the honor of their — 2 calling. We 
look to them to check public opinion 
where that opinion is wrong. The 
Constitution, which governs them, 
can be in a prescribed man- 
ner, and those who seek to alter it in 
any other way are traitors. 

e claim that the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
framers of the Constitution were 
directed by light from God, and their 
work is the result of inspiration. The 
form of 1. given in the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-

he Church has means for the set- 
tlement of all disputes. The first step 
is that of reconciliation. Every per- 
son should be possessed of this spirit, 
and when he goes to his brother in 
that mood the Spirit of God is with 
him. In the order of the Church, 
when reconciliation fails, then comes 
arbitration, The officers provided for 
this are the Teachers. They have no 
power to adjudicate or try cases, but 
may reconcile differences. If they 
fail the matter then goes to the Bish- 
1 common judges of Israel. 
m these an appeal lies to the Stake 
High ‘Council. The decisions by 
these Councils, when made in 4 ory 
ousness, are sustained by the Lord. 
After the Stake High Council, still 
another appeal may be had. It is 
said “The Standing High Councils, 
in the Stakes of Zion, form a quorum 
equal in authority, in the irs of 
the Church, in all their decisions, to 
the Quorum of the Presidency, or to 
the traveling High Council.“ It must 
be understood that a Stake High 
Council is not the High Council of 
the Church of Christ. The latter is 
the Common Council of the Church, 
and is presided over by the Presi- 
dency of the Church. This High 
Council of the Church was estab- 
lished by revelation, and was orga- 
nized in Kirtland, February 17, 1834, 
according to the mind and will of the 
Lord. Vacancies in this Council are 
filled by nomination of the President 
of the Church, and by the vote of the 
High Priesthood ed together for 
that purpose. ere again the doc- 
trine * common consent comes in, in 
regard to an organization pertaining 
to the High Priesthood. 

The world may urge that we havea 
— in which the President is 
responsi le to no one But that is 
not the case. The 


appeals in cases 
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may go from one court to another, to 
the standing High Council of the 
Church, the highest council in the 
Church. The President of the Church 
is bimself subject to trial for the 
commission of an offence. But the 
common council of the Church—the 
only tribunal before which he can be 
tried—is then presided over by the 
Presiding Bishop of the Church and 
two Counselors. This is the only 
work of the council so constituted ; so 
that in case one of the First Presi- 
dency should err, he is amenable to 
the law of God. Thus every man is 
accountable to the people. 

This system reaches every man in 
the Church. An Apostle may be tried 
for his fellowship by a Bishup’s court; 
a Stake High Council can operate on 
his fellowship in the Stake; but his 
quorum must take the final action 
upon him. How beautiful is this 
perfect organization of the Church 
when we come to understand it. 

The system of Church government 
is not theocratic, but theo-democratic 
—the voice of God and the consent 
of the people. It is an intelligent 
government, and intelligence is the 
glory of Jesus of Nazareth won 
the victory over darkness and oppres- 
sion in heaven, and He will win it on 
earth. Wherever the spirit of oppres- 
sion dwells, it comes not from God. 
The law of the Gospel is the perfect 
law of liberty. The man who oe 
the spirit of God is afreeman, He 
may be consigned to prison, but you 
cannot overcome him. You cannot 


— 
chain him, for he knows that to the 
right victory will come. Any man in 
this Church who exercises unrighteous 
dominion will, unless he repents, be- 
come a mockery before the people of 
God, and drift into apostasy. In the 
Doctrine and Covenants it is said :—

FACTS AND EVENTS.

The election of General Benjamin Harrison, Republican candidate for the Presidency 
of the United States, is announced. 


General Boulanger is again causing some uneasiness in the minds of the people of 
France who are in favor of the maintenance of peace in civil affairs. 

Lancashire, the birthplace of the Temperance movement, spent nearly £12,000,000 
last year in drink. In return, the county has 83,300 paupers to maintain at a cost 
of £883,000 a year. | 

The total number of lives lost upon the shores of Great Britain and Ireland between 
1856 and 1896, was 22,191 ; but, on the other hand, there were saved during that period 
through the instrumentality of the Royal National Lifeboat Institution, 22,500 
lives. This humane association has, since its establishment in 1824, rescued more than 
33,000 persons. 

The Czar has had a narrow escape from assassination at Kutais, in Transcaucasia, A 
few minutes before his Majesty’s arrival a Kouban Kossack in the crowd, dressed as an 
officer, was arrested, having upon him explosives in a handy form. He was a member 
of the South Russian Revolutionary Society, and had been deputed to make an attempt 
upon the Emperor's life. 

Measles has assumed the proportions of an epidemic in London and Staffordshire. The 
mortality among children in London from that disease has reached an average of 100 
weekly. Parents should exercise unusual care at this time of year to prevent their 
children catching cold, which is one of the causes of measles. It is an excellent precau- 
tion against that, and all other kinds of sickness, to give the children a warm bath, and 
a good rubbing, every night just before they go to bed. Keep the limbs well clothed. 

Details are to hand of a disastrous explosion in a mine at Cransae, France, by which 

fifty-three men have lost their lives. So great was the force of the explosion that a 
number of the bodies were shockingly mutilated. A New York telegram also gives 
particulars of a disastrous explosion in the Kettle Creek Coal Mines, Pennsylvania, by 
which seventeen men were killed and four badly injured. 
The accident to the train in which the Czar and his family were returning to St. 
Petersburg, was much more disastrous than was at first reported. The Minister of the 
Household has issued an account of the occurrence. He states that nineteen lives were 
lost, including those of several members of the Imperial Household, and eighteen persons 
were injured. The dining saloon, in which the Emperor, Empress, and suite were 
breakfasting at the time, was wrecked ; but the roof turned over in such a way as to 
serve as a shield to the occupants of the saloon. 


The Buenos Ayres Herald says the reeds and rushes of the Parana are destined to 
become of great value for paper pulp and as a fibre for textile fabrics. By a recent in- 
vention wool and silk are made from reeds, and the Herald remarks :—“‘ We have 
examined heavy goods for overcoats, blankets, and gentlemen’s wear, feltings and black 
silk drees goods, all made out of the fibre of these rushes, which, for texture, for finish, 
for stremgth, and for holding colors, we could not distinguish from similar goods made 
from wool and silk.” |

CONFERENCE MEETINGS. 
—0 


Ox Sunday, October 7, 1888, we attended the Leeds Conference, held in the 
Workingmen’s Hall, Park Street, Leeds. The Elders present from Utah 
were Geo. Teasdale, President of the European Mission; John Quigley, Pre- 
sident of, and Robert W. Stoney, Heber, H. Thomas, and Joseph Eckersley, 
Traveling Elders in the Leeds Conference; also Henry Tuckett, of the Man- 
chester Conference. 

After the usual exercises, President Quigley introduced the Presidents of 

Branches, who represented as follows: Elder Thomas Loughton, the Leeds 
Branch; Elder John W. Craven, the Huddersfield Branch; Richard Owens, 
the Birkenshaw Brach. The Traveling Elders, R. W. Stoney, Jos. Ekersley 
and Heber H. Thomas, represented their districts’ The reports demonstrated 
the Conference in a progressive and healthy condition, and the brethren gave 
some very timely instructions. 
In the afternoon, Elder H. Tuckett delivered an interesting discourse on 
the first principles of the Gospel. The statistical report was read. There are 
3 Seventies, 12 Elders, 1 Priest, and 129 members: total 145 officers and 
members. Twenty-nine had emigrated, 6 were excommunicated, and 16 
added by baptism. 

The Elders held 75 out-door meetings, and 6 public meetings had been held 
in St. Peter's Hall, Huddersfield. The meetings at St. Peter's Hall had been 
extensively advertised, and were addressed by Elders Geo. Teasdale, J. Quig* 
ley, R. W. Stoney, H. H. Thomas and Joseph Eckersley. Tract distributing had 
been well attended to. The local and general authorities of the Church were 
unanimously sustained. President Quigley being released to go home, was suc- 
ceeded by Elder Henry Tuckett who was appointed in his stead, as President of 
the Leeds Conference. The meeting sustained the Traveling Elders above 
named, and Joseph Eckersley, Clerk of Conference. President Teasdale 
addressed ithe. Conference morning and afternoon for a short time, and in the 
evening the time was occupied by Elders Quigley and Teasdale. An excel- 
lent spirit prevailed, and much valuable instruction was given. 

On Monday evening, October 8th, a farewell party was held at the house 
of Brother George Hartley, at Quarmby, near Huddersfield, in honor of Pre- 
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sident John Quigley, who was leaving for his home in Utah President 
Teasdale was present. A good supper was provided, followed by a choice 
programme of songs, readings and recitations. There were also some very 
affectionate eulogies upon the faithful Jabors of Brother Quigley, whose ex- 
ertions seem to have been highly appreciated. A very pleasant evening was 
spent, and the Saints rejoiced in the good influence of the Holy Spirit. 


On Sunday, October 14, 1888, the Saints of the Nottingham Conference 
held their half-yearly Conference at the Temperance Hall, St. Anns Street, 
Nottingham. Elders present from Utah: Geo. Teasdale, President of the 
European Mission; Geo. G. Hales, President of, and Wm. H. Hill, J. Spencer, 
O. H. Worthington, J. H. Hayes, and H. H. Shurtliff, Traveling Elders in the 
Nottingham Conference; President J. L. Patterson, of the Sheffield Confer- 
ence; Jas. Barker, on a visit to England, and H. C. Barrell, Traveling Elder 
in the Birmingham Conference. 

After the opening exercises, the following represented the Branches: Elder 
John Wells, Nottingham; James Betteridge, Hucknall; Joseph Betts, Mans- 
field; James Alvey, Arnold; E. Saxton, Eastwood; and John Purday, New 
Brindsley. The statistical report showed the Conference to be comprised of 
2 High Priests, 5 Seventies, 48 Elders, 18 Priests, 19 Teachers, 12 Deacons, 
287 members—391 officers and .members; 22 members and 6 children had 
emigrated, 4 had been excommunicated, 2 died; 13 had been added to the 
Church by baptism, and 7 more since the report was made out. 

Elders H. Tilley, O. H. Worthington, James Spencer and Geo. Teasdale 
were the speakers in the morning service. In the afternoon the Sacrament 
was administered, and the Conference was addressed by Elders H. H. Shurt- 
liff, W. H. Hill, J. H. Hayes, Joseph Barker and Geo. Teasdale. The general 
and local authorities of the Church were sustained as usual. 

The evening meeting was well attended, the speakers being Elders H. C. 
Barrell, Jas. L. Patterson and Geo. Teasdale. The day’s services were very 
enjoyable, and the reports encouraging. The brethren spoke with much 
freedom and power of testimony. To use the words of Elder John Wells, 
Clerk of the Nottingham Conference—“ The weather was all that could be 
desired, the attendance of the Saints was very good, and many strangers 
were present. The meetings are generally considered the best that have been 
held here. President Teasdale, with the Elders, visited the Hucknall Branch 
on Monday, and the Mansfield Branch on Tuesday, where meetings of a very 
successful character were held in the evening. The Spirit of God was poured 
out abundantly upon the speakers.” 

Priesthood meetings also were held at Leeds and N ottingham. The El- 
ders reported their labors and feelings very freely. They feel well in the 
work of the Lord, although meeting with a great deal of opposition in some 
places and indifference in others. It is very discouraging to find the preju- 
dice against the message of love and mercy, of which they are the harbingers; 
but knowing, as they do, that God has sent them, and that their testimony 
is true, they patiently labor to seek out the souls who desire the kingdom of 
God. In some places they find a spirit of inquiry, where their tracts are 
gladly received, and many questions asked, but as a general thing the people 
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are more interested in anything against the Saints than for them, and are 
more willing to believe fallacies than facts. They seem to love and believe 
a lie in preference to the truth. But in the midst of it all the Lord keeps 
adding to His Church, which encourages them in their labors; and, knowing 
that this Gospel of the kingdom has to be preached unto all nations fora 
witness, they patiently labor to do their part, and take a great deal of com- 
fort in magnifying their calling. When reviled and falsely accused, they re- 
member that it is in fulfillment of predictions uttered by their Master, Jesus 
Christ—“ Ye shall be hated of all nations for my name’s sake,” and Blessed 
are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and say all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for my sake.” Knowing they are innocent of the 
accusations, they rejoice that they are counted worthy to suffer for righteous- 
ness sake. We are well satisfied to have the honor to be one with our faith- 
ful fellow-laborers, and, with them, we patiently press on to the mark, for 
the prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.

The Jarmanites announced 
their intention of visiting the Latter- 
day Saints’ Chapel on Sunday (to- 
morrow), and extended a general in- 
vitation to the “ Brums” to attend 
and hear for themselves that the 
“ Mormon” doctrines are unscriptural, 
etc. They declared that the Mor- 
mons” have a Bible of their own—the 
Seer—which is never allowed to leave 
Salt Lake.

Two of 
them left peaceably, but the other 
used some abusive language and acted 
unbecomingly. A policeman being 
called in, took him out, and we con- 
cluded our meeting without further 
interruption. 

During our services, Barnfield and 
his confederates were holding a meet- 
ing in the streets, inciting their hear- 
ers to mob violence, through their in- 
flammatory, false assertions. As some 
of the Saints were leaving the chapel 
they were surrounded by the mob, 
who hooted, threw fowls’ heads, stones 
and mud at them. The crowd fol- 
lowed Mr. Meredith, using vulgar and 
abusive language, calling him an old 
“ Mormon,” shouting “there goes old 
Brigham Young! he has got about 
thirty-five wives,” and threatening to 
murder him. e was struck in the 
face with a stone, and several other 
missiles struck him in various parts of 
the body. 

A delegation of three gentlemen, 
from the neighborhood, came into the 
chapel and invited some one to discuss 
with the Jarmanites, and refute their 
statements if untrue. President 
Spokes explained the impropriety of 

iscussing with such unprincipled 
falsifiers. He told them Jarman had 
been met in public on several occa- 
sions, and defeated, though he would 
not acknowledge it, but made excuses 
being sick and not able to discuss. 
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asked why he went — on Saw |

fair play.” Elder Jarvis told him that 
the extent of his fair play was very 
well understood, and that he went 
away to mind his own business, as 
that is the Mormon” creed, 

sat together near the door, Dut the 
latter, after tearing out 1 297, 
“The God that others wo iP etc., 
from a book lent him by Brother 
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President S. also informed them of 
the disgraceful proceedings in Wales. 
These gentlemen were very fair-mind- 
ed, and could see the wisdom of not 
discussing under such circumstances, 
as it would most likely end in dis- 


nce. 

While the above conversation was 
going on, the policeman outside an- 
nounced that duty called him else- 
where. No sooner had he left than 
the mob commenced their work of 
destruction. They broke twelve panes 
of glass and kicked in a panel of the 
inner door. Presidents Dalley and 
2 went out 2 and 
the guilty parties scampe ike cow- 
ards. As these brethren went to the 
police station, they were shouted at 
as “Mormon murderers,” “ seducers 
of young girls,” Brighamites, etc. 
Stones that were hurled at them, 
fortunately, missed their mark. Barn- 
field and his men, having excited the 
mob, watched them doing the damage 
until a short time before the arrival 
of the police, when they sneaked off. 

When returning to the chapel, Pre- 

sident Dalley was followed by a mob, 
mostly Young boys, who hooted, shout- 
ed, and sung disgusting songs. He 
tried several times to speak to the 
people, but could not get a hearing on 
account of the noise; at last he suc- 
ceeded, and addressed them about as 
follows: “ You are setting the ‘ Mor- 
mons’ a fine example. If you want 
to reclaim them, why don’t you un- 
dertake it by showing them the supe- 
riority of your actions and principles? 
The — * n hold- 
ing meetings here for over thirty years, 
and have always been quiet and in- 
offensive, as the people of this —— 
borhood can testify. We respectful 
invite all to our meetings who wi 
come with prayerful hearts to investi- 
gate the doctrines we teach.” 
A number of people, residing in the 
immediate vicinity, proved to be our 
friends, and did not join the mob. 
One young man closed the shutters 
and saved the balance of our windows 
from being broken. While doing so, 
he was knocked off a stool on which 
be was standing. He assisted us in 
* the door closed against the 
mob, and in various other wa 

As soon as convenient, the 
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proceedings were reported to the near- 
est police station, two officers came to 
our rescue, dispersed the mob, arrest- 
ed two of the guilty parties, and took 
the names of several others. a 
Two of our worthy sisters, Louie 
and Lizzie Spokes, who went out after 
meeting and tried to prevent the 
breaking of windows, were shouted 
at and surrounded. They fearlessly 
defended the cause of truth, and 
refuted the false assertions of Jar- 
man’s followers. Several strange gen- 
tlemen complimented them for their 
integrity, firmness, and lady-like de- 
portment, and assured them protec- 


tion. 

P.S.—Nov. 2, 1888: Our meeting 
last night was held without disturb- 
ance. Two detectives were present 
during the services, and two others 
and one policeman were on duty out- . 
side. The officers of the law reassured 
us that we shall be protected. Several 
of the boys, inci by the agitators 
to break the windows, have been 
caught, and would have been punished 
as the law directs, but it was deemed 
advisable to release them on condition 
that they make good the damage done. 


Nov. 6, 1888. 
We are informed that at Jarman’s 
meeting tor males only, last Sunday 
morning, the hands of over 1,000 per- 
sons went up assenting tu tear down 
our chapel and give us a final “send 
off.” Being forewarned by an ex- 
member of the Church, President 
Spokes reported their intentions at 
once to the nearest police station. 
Before opening our wey Bee 3 
p.m., Superintendent Shaw, in- 
spector, with several assistants, were 
stationed on the street near the chapel, 
and three plain- licemen 
took seats inside. While singing the 
first hymn one of Jarman’s principal 
men entered, with a parcel of books 
und papers under his arm, apparently 
meaning business, but the superin- 
tendent and inspector followed and 
soon ordered him out, which, judging 
from his countenance, annoyed him 
considerably. 
The Jarman agitators then led a 
crowd of booms to a piece of waste 


ground and held a meeting, after 
which they marched towards the

An Equitable Co-operative Association, after the plan that has proven most 
successful in England, is to commence a general merchandise business in Salt 
Lake City early next year. | 

Utah flour—than which there is no better—is in good demand, and is 


going out almost as fast as it comes from the mills. That is much more 
satisfactory than shipping wheat out of the country. 


A gold nugget was found in the crop of a chicken killed at Centreville, 
twelve miles north of Salt Lake City, indicating that some of the precious 
metal is on the surface of the ground in that vicinity. 


The Young Men's Mutual Improvement Associations are reorganizing in 
all the wards preparatory to a season of life and vigor, of activity and pros- 
perity. Thus do the youths of Zion march on in solid phalanx. 

The potato crop has been immense, and notwithstanding the large number 
of car loads of potatoes that have been shipped away, the supply is still 
equal to the demand, and prices range from 25 cents to 30 cents a bushel. 

A B. Newman has on exhibition two monster potatoes, grown a short dis- 
tance south of Salt Lake City. Together they weigh eleven pounds, and are 
the biggest specimens of the tuber family yet exhibited, although only u fair 
indication of what Utah is capable of. 

The Alexandria (Va.) Gasette says :—“ The Constitution provides that 
private property shall not be taken fur public use without just compensa- 
tion. But for all this, the private property of the Mormon Church has just 
been taken for public use without the slightest compensation.”
